DR. A. D. KIRK (chemistry) has been invited to 
contribute to a special edition of the journal 
Theoretica Chimica Acta containing original 
papers in memory of Professor H. L. Schlafer, 
a renowned German scholar who died recently. 

Dr. Kirk collaborated in his research from 
1968 to 1969 as a holder of an Alexander von 
Humboldt Foundation Fellowship at the University 
of Frankfurt.

For the third year in a row, the department of 
mathematics will administer the Canadian 
Mathematical Olympiad, a contest for high-school 
students in all parts of the country. The 
national chairman, PROFESSOR ELIZABETH KENNEDY, 
will meet here later in January with colleagues 
from other universities to complete plans for 
the Olympiad. Professor Kennedy has also been 
named acting head of the department until the 
end of March, to free DR.

Now in London, Professor Skelton has 
completed the text of The Practice of Poetry , 
to be published this year by Heinemann Educational. 

WILLIAM LEARY 
(history) visited Washington, D.C., at the end 
of December to attend meetings of the American 
Historical Association.
